Mrs. Hoover, who has remained 
close to a radio through much of 
the convention, accompanied the 
chief executive to the second floor 
of the executive mansion where 
they listened''to state after state

WORTHAM COMPILED; GROWN 


AND PROSPERED; IS MODERN

WORTHAM. June 16.—No little 
Texas town can boast of a more 
colorful 
and 
interesting 
history 
than Wortham. 


Colonel Wortham, father of* the 
late John L. Wortham, and resi- 
dent of the then thriving town of 
Woodland, founded Wortham. The 
colonel thought it would be profit- 
able in many ways for Freestone 
county to have a railroad town. 
He located the site by coming 
west seven miles to the nearest 
railroad point, which was called 
Longbotham 
Postoffice 
and 
the 
railroad 
station 
called 
"Tehua- 
cana Station." 


After 
Colonel 
Wortham's 
ad- 
vent the town was named Worth- 
am. Here on the wide open prai- 
rie a small population was en- 
joying prosperity as has ever been 
the 
hlrtorv of the railroads of 
Texas 
who ninoeered with the 
pioneers In the building of this 
great state. 
Most Paved Town 


Wortham has grown Individual- 
ly, being handicapped in many 
ways by its location In the cut- 
ner of the county. On the west 
it is hardly two and a half miles 
to the point where the three coun- 
ties, , Freestone, Limestone, 
and 
Navarro, meet. On the north It's 
step of one mile into Navarro 
county, which county has contrib- 
uted largely to Wortham's busi- 
ness, and on the south is it less 
than three miles Into Limestone 
c o u n t y . 
Yet 
Wortham 
has 
grown and prospered up to the 
hour of 
the "depression." 
This 
growth was due entirely to ita 
pioneer 
citizenship and railroad 


facilities. Today Wortham holds Its 
record, "the most paved town of 
its size In the state." 


Monuments have been raised to 
the memory of men, but few have 
their names perpetuated In such 
a substantial way as these early 
Wortham 
settlers—"who 
builded 
better than they knew" and pass- 
ed to their posterity the- culture, 
education, 
social, 
religious and 


commercial life the heritage to 
Wortham. First People 


Familiar names of these fore- 
bears are such names as P. L. 
Stubbs, 
who 
owned 
the 
first 
hotel, also general store. His two 
sons. J. J. Stubbs and H. B. 
Stubbs, still reside In Wortham. 


Thomas Longbotham, cattleman 


and large land owner who gave 
the 
land 
for 
the 
townsite of 
Wortham, Is also represented by 
his son. Townsend Longbotham, 
owner of the Longbotham Hard- 
ware store. 


Rev. Hill Bounds, active pio- 


neer 
minister of the 
Methodist 
Protestant church, was also rep- 
resented in earlier days of Worth- 
am by Bounds Brothers merchan- 
dise store, that Is today operated 
by his grandson, Allen Bound*. 


Other familiar names are Jo- 
seph Nussbaum (who moved his 
store from Pisgah Ridge), W. N. 
Bradley (a merchant moved from 
Birdston), Watson, Seely, Byers, 
Pregar, and others. 


Most of 
Wortham's 
business 
stores faced the railroad and the 
sidewalks were well constructed

As Garfleld concluded, the tall, 
silver haired Senator Bingham, of 
Connecticut, opened the wet at- 
tack with a demand for submis- 
sion of prohibition to the states 
for repeal.

Two hours of debate were grant- 


ed the president's leaders. Gar- 
field, Secretary Mills and John L.

Prohibition Flank. 


The administration 
prohibition 
plank declares for law enforce- 
ment; condemns referenda; depre- 
cates partisan consideration of the 
issue; urges attention on "many 
pressing national problems; oppos- 
ed submission confined to reten- 
tion or repeal and concluded: 


"We, therefore, believe that the 
people should have an opportunity 
to pass upon a proposed amend-

"Such an amendment should be 
promptly submitted to the states 
by congress, to be acted upon by 
state conventions called for that sole 
purpose in accordance with the 
provisions of Article V of the con- 
stitution,

guarded so as to be truly repre- 
sentative."

Dramatic Climax of Troubled Career of Patriarch

. Our 'practical" age decrees the 


heap for old men. Many a 
industry maintains the rule 
no workers over 
foity-five 
apply. 
So flagrantly that 


the casual newspaper reader 
cannot miss it, the principle pre- 
vails today that, in the world of 
physical labor at least, there is 
scant room for the man beyond 
fifty. 


In the realm of social relation- 
ship we have done away with the 
old fashioned notion that age la to 
be respected and 
honored. Be- 
cause a man is old, he is not now- 
adays reverenced, but only pitied. 
We have got beyond a lot of the 
Bible's teachings, including this 
one of the prestige that naturally 


i attaches to age. Even parenthood 


no longer carries with it the filial 
respect which the Scriptures en- 
join. 


So it Is squarely against the 
tides of the times that the present 
Lesson runs. 
Jacob was more 
than twice fifty years old—he died 
at 147 years, after having lived 
seventeen years in Egypt—at the 
time we take up his story. And he 
was a nobler figure than ever 
before in tts career. 


Suicides and Scripture. 
Conning over the Bible's unique 


reverence for old age, we come to 
the allied truth that in the old 
Book life Itself is deemed a boon. 
Joseph exulted in the fact that his 
father yet lived; Jacob rejoiced 
that Joseph was alive. All through 
the Old Testament runs this note 
of mere existence as a prize and 
a reward. 
"With my long 
life 


will I satisfy him." 


Today, millions of persons . look 


upon life as a burden to be shift- 
ed. Thousands of suicides are re- 
ported every year. 
The sacred- 


nesa of life has been lost sight of. 
"I wish I were dead" is the com- 
monest plant of weaklings beneath 
the downward pressure of these 
times. 
Perhaps if the «ense of 


God were keener this spirit 'tof dis- 
taste for life would disappear.' Cer- 
tainly the Scriptures teach that 
life itself is a prize to b« cher- 
ished, and to be used. Who knows 
that beautiful tomorrow may may 
remedy today's ugly ills? Jacob 
whose life was crowded with woes, 
had many reasons for desiring to 
be rid of it: instead, he came to 
his reward at the fullness of his 
years. 
His story reenforces the 


oft-repeated words of Holy Writ: 
"Wait on the Lord." 
A Fairy Tale's Climax. 
This story 
is crammed with 
splendor. 
We have learned how 
Joseph, sold into slavery by false 
brethren, became prime minister 


Scripture is indequate in describ- 
ing that tearful, hysterical reunion, 
of aged father with long-lost son 
It -was oriental in its demonstra- 
tions. "All Journeys end in lovers' 
meetings." 


In due time, Joseph, unashamed 


of this evidence of his own hum- 
ble origin, took his father and five 
brothers to have audience with 
the king who had so generously 
provided for them. There another 
sidelight upon the Orient's reerard 
for age appeared: for the aged Ja- 
cob gave his patriarchal blessing 
to Pharaoh. There is a royalty oi 
office and a royalty of soul; and 
two regal spirits met that day; 
but it was the untitled shepherd 
who extended his hand of benedic- 
tion toward the crowned but bow- 
ed head upon the throne. It was 
Israel, a prince with God, who 
dominated that spectacular scene. 


The End of the Story. 


As it closes, Genesis becomes in- 
timately personal and human. We 
are shown Jacob, after seventeen 
years in the land of refuge, plead- 
ing that he be buried in the fam- 
ily grace in the ca\. of Macphe- 
lah, near the 
oak 
of 
Mamre. 


(That cave, a shrine for Jews, 
Moslems and Christians, Is under a 
sacredly guarded mosque, where 
no jew may 'enter. I am one of 
the Christians who have been per- 
mitted to inspect it thoroghly.)
